T l he g re a t C ath edra l o f Chartres, France is a symbo l o f 
inspiring faith. The sto ry o f its co nstructio n is o ne o f miracu­ 
lo us de e ds a n d supe rhuman craftsmanship a n d skill. 
Fro m the earliest Christian times in France, Chartres ha d 
be e n a center o f culture a n d Christian learning. O n the hill 
o v erlo o king the to wn there was first a shrine, then a basilica 
to the Virgin Mary. It burn ed in 1 1 34. 
The c ath edral, started in 1 1 45, was the inspiratio n o f tha 
Abbo t Suger, o n e o f the p ' e a t religio us leaders o f the time. 
His aim, in his o wn wo rds was, . . . ' to ce le bra te the sacr ed 
mysteries in a truly divine m a n n e r .” 
Fo r nearly 50 years the building co ntinued, then in 
1194 
a g re at fire all but de v a sta te d the c a th e dral. Only the 
west po rtal a n d the magnificent sculpturing there w as 
sav e d. This the disco ura g e d pe o p le o f Chartres saw as a 
g o o d o m en a n d started to build a g a in . It was a g r e a t 
ex a m p le o f co llective faith, divinely inspired. Skilled crafts­ 
men g a v e freely o f their time a n d the unskilled h arn essed 
themselv es to the carts a n d dr a g g e d sto nes fro m the quarry 


five miles a w ay. 
The basic structure was finished in 1 22 0, the final stained 
glass windo ws installed by 
1240, a n d the no rth to wer fin­ 
ished a bo ut 1513. It is o ne o f the earliest a n d finest e x a m ­ 
ples o f Go thic architecture as well as o n e o f the g re a t 
spiritual edifice* o f all time. The cath e dra l expresses the 
de e p e s t spiritual emo tio n men h av e ev er felt; the struggle 
o f their o wn i n a de q ua c y to g ra s p the infinite, a n d attempt 
to rival the enetg y, intelligence a n d purpo se o f G o d.

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AMENDMENT NO. 7 
This proposal deals with a state lottery 
for the support of education. The purpose 
and effect of this proposed amendment is 
to ex cept from the constitutional prov isions 
prohibiting gambling, lotteries operated by 
the state and the sale of lottery tickets. 
The net proceeds would be applied ex clu 
siv ely to or in aid or support of education 
in this state as the legislature may pre­ 
scribe. 
The 19 6 6 Legislature did not pass an 
enabling act which means, if the amend­ 
ment passes, that the nex t legislature 
w ould determine how the proceeds would 
be distributed for educational purposes. 
Proponents of the lottery assert the state 
could raise $400 million or more annually 
for the schools by conducting a series of 
lotteries based on horse races similar to the 
New Hampshire sweepstakes.

But why was Senator Byrd so 
ab sorb ed in the sub ject of sound 
fiscal policy? The fact is he was 
frustrated as a young man due

As he gradu­ 
ally m et with success, he b ought 
a tract of l*nd and b ecame one 
of the largest growers of apples 
in the world. 
What H arry Byrd learned in 
trying to make ends meet pro­ 
duced an indelib le impression on 
his mind., as so often happens 
with self-made men. It unques­ 
tionab ly had a lasting effect on 
the way he dealt with issues in 
his pub lic career in later years. 
Ab ove 
all. 
H arry 
Byrd fol­ 
lowed the commands of an ever­ 
present conscience, 
irrespective 
of the 
tem ptations of politics. 
He never voted on any b ill that 
could affect hft own property. 
He didn’t accept a cent of fed­ 
eral money for his farming op­ 
erations and once had a tech­ 
nical amendm ent inserted in a 
law that would disqualify him 
from b enefiting 
from 
a 
m ea­ 
sure affecting certain types of 
securities he held. 
He regarded pub lic office as a 
sacred responsib ility—a trustee­ 
ship W’hich required an unswerv­ 
ing fidelity to the cause of fis­ 
cal as well as social responsi­ 
b ility. 
Valued Money 
Many of the theorists of to­ 
day have never known what it 
means to b orrow money from
